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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art does not fairly teach or suggest the particularly claimed tire 
pressure deflation detection system wherein a controller obtains a first value of the from 
a driving direction sensor, calculates a second value from a difference between 
rotational speeds of the front wheels, calculates a third value from a difference between 
rotational speeds of the rear wheels, calculates a rate of change of deviation of the 
second value from the first value with respect to change of vehicle speed by the 
least-squares method, and calculates a rate of change of deviation of the third 
value from the first value with respect to change of the vehicle speed by the least- 
squares method, and if at least one of the rates of change of deviation exceeds a 
prescribed threshold, determines that inflation pressure of a tire of at least one of the 
wheels has decreased.
